TORONTO, Oct. 3.—Addressing the

day Lord Northcliffe emphasized the | 


Seriousness of the submarine menace 
to the shipping of the entente allies, 
and stated that while nothing was 


lacking in the war preparations being | 


made by the United States, he was 
not quite sure that they properly visu- 


alized the immense amount of tonnage | 


necessary to transport their armies 
and supplies overseas. He declared 
that no specific invention bad been 
discovered to combat the submarine, 
and expressed the opinion that the 
real solution to the problem iay in 
the ability of the shipyards of the al- 
lied nations being able to replace suf- 
ticient of the lost tonnage to take care 
of the essential trans-Atlantic ship- 
ping. The United States would make 
mistakes the same as Britain 
but one she would not make was to 
stick to the voluntary system for two 
years. That was as great a mistake 
as trying to smash German concrete 
defenses with shrapnel shells. 
Very Serious 

Lord Northcliffe declared that the 
destruction of shipping by submarines 
was “very serious,” Whiie it was 
true that last week the number of 
British ships sunk was smaller than 
in previous weeks, the French losses 
were the greatest. 

“T have been called an alarmist,”’ he 
said, “and perhaps what I tell you 
now sounds like the talk of an alarm- 
ist, but let me remind you that the 
Germans have long since pinned their 


hope of winning the war on the sub-/ 


marine, and they have not altered the 
idea of winning the war by that means. 

“There are one or two things I feel 
bound to say regarding the Canadian 
army overseas, partciularly with re- 


j gard to my visit to General Haig and |

“It is true that the Canadians have 
won a name for themselves for their 
ett tn this regard.

“Thousands of lives were lost early | 


in the war because of ineffective work 
in the air. And, by the way, it is 
mostly the British who make the air 
raids. The Germans seldom do it. I 
am told it was the wonderful ability 
of the Canadians in map making and 
uerial photography that has made 
the British advances so successful. The 
points have been mapped out one af- 
ternoon and raids made next morn- 
ing. Thus it is that everyone knows 
where he is going. 

“I can assure you that the Canadi- 


ans are greatly appreciated by the 
great Scotsman in command of our 
army. I have met many generals of 


the allied armies, and I may say that 
General Haig is the only one I know 
who is ungusmmed, as they say. He 
has studied war all his life and has 
constructed a great war machine that 
is hammering the life out of the Ger- 
mans.”’

American officials initiated 
the @iscussions and insisted that the 
British step be taken to make sure 
that there be no nullification of the 
purpose the United States government 
had in view in putting into operation 
its own embargo. 

The neutrals cannot exist without 
British and American supplies and 
within the next two or three months, 
all of them are expected to declare 
flat embargoes on the export of their 
commodities to all countries, 

This will hit England as well as 
Germany, but the British, who can 
draw on the United States, are in a 
position to do without neutral goods, 
while Germany, cut off from the rest 
of the world, cannot exist, if neutrals’ 
shipments cease, 

While the American and British em- 
bargoes cut off virtually all supplies 
to the European neutrals, there still Is 
the chance that some goods will reach 
them from South America despite the 
British blockade, To meet this situation 
the United States and Great Britain 
are prepared to embargo coal ship- | 
ments to South America, if necessary, | 
and are ready to refuse bunker coal 
to Buropean neujfral vessels that may 
attempt to engage in this trade,

This morning seventy-two men went 
up for examination and out of these 
seventeen were put in Class A. The 
remaining fifty-five were graded down 
from Class A. 

It is expected by the board that 
Medical examinations will be resumed 
on Friday morning but this entire y 
depends on the arrival of the neces- 
sary forms from headquarters.

SHOW BIG PROFIT) 


Electric Light and Power, Tele- 
phone and Waterworks 
on Paying Basis 


A profit of $91,944 for eight months 
of operation (up to the end of August, 
1917) is what has been achieved by 
the three city utilities, 

They are on a paying basis accord- 
ing to figures compiled by City Comp< 
troller Mitchell, and for the eight 
months of 1917 the surpluses in the 
three departments are: 

Electric Nght and power, $53,394. 

Telephone department, $16,438. 

Waterworks department, $21,612. 

Unfortunately, the street railway 
has gone behind $11,524 during the 
same period, and following the ruling 


of council that surpluses are to be ap- | 


plied to wipe off deficits, there ts 


\ehown a net deficit of $19,580—that Is, 


by lumping al! the utilities together. 


There was a profit on the operation | 


of the street railway for the period, of 


$57,034, but this was offset by capita! | 
The | 


charges amounting to $168,558. 
other departments showed profits on 
operation (not including the capital 
charges) as follows: Electric light, 
$177,549; telephone Dept., $122,460; 
waterworks Dept. $120,255. 


' The capital charges were as fol-| 


lows: Electric light, $123,654; tele- 
phone Dept. $106,022; waterworks 
Dept. $98,643. 

These figures should be carefully 
considered because there is a moral in 
them, and they bear out the conten- 
tion that it is not the capital] charges 
alone which makes a failure of the 
street railway. The other utilities are 
capitalized almost as high but they 
show @ profit on operation three times 
as much as the street railway, and this 
points to the truth of the contention 
that it will pay when itis carrying suf- 
ficient patrons. 

The gross revenue for the different 
departments during the eight months 
was as folows: $335,557, Electric light; 
$334,988, street railwav; $167,576, 
telephone; $244,605 waterworks.

We are 
now cn the eve of a great tidal wave 
which will sweep over Canada. 

What shall be the distinctive note of 
this great movement? We venture to 
say that it will be a passion for broth- 
erly love, a getting together, a sinking 
of differences, seeing the good in each 
other and losing the distrust we have 
ef each other. This great tidai wave 
of emotion and spiritual enthusiasm 
will solve the dead'ock in our national 
life. Liberal and Tory will see good in 
each other; even the differences that 
now threaten to isolate the province of 
Quebec will be melted away, and a 
new Canada will be born {n which ser- 
vice will be the keynote of citizenship, 
and the present distrust and dissension 
will be supplanted by faith and trust 

Dr. Bland will speak tonight on

Slever and strong, but he always lacked a punch. But even so, Owen 
has quite a few knockouts to his credit. Seven years ago, in San 
Francisco, the Englishman put erp Nelson to sleep, and that, 
too when the Dane was still good and had lost his lightweight title 
only a short time before. The little Britisher is the only boxer who 
ever made the Battler take a nap for the count. Owen aiso knocked 
out Frankie Niel and several other good boys. Moran himself was 
knocked out only once in his career, and that was when Ad Wolgast 
stopped him in the thirteenth chapter of a San Francisco ht 
back in 1911. When Moran fought Young Shugrue early in 1914 
he got such a bad licking from the Jersey City boy that he had to 
quit in the seventh round.
